shut out the judgment of the rest of 
the world in the matter of time after 
the fashion that niedieval towns shut 
themselves in by walls.

It 
merely authorizes him to do so.

advice is against it. 
The language of 
tiie amendment follows: "The presi- 
dent is further authorized to raise and 
maintain by voluntary enlistment, to 
organize and equip not to exceed four 
infantry divisions, the officers of which 
shall be selected in the' manner pro- 
vided by paragraph tjiree, of section 
one, of this act; provided that the or- 
ganization of said force shall be the 
same as that of the corresponding or- 
ganization of the regular army and 
provided further that there shall be 
no enlistments in said force of men 
under 25 years of age at time of en- 
listing and provided further that no 
such volunteer forces shall be accept- 
ed in any unit smaller than a divi- 
sion."

NOT ONLY IN WHEAT. 


Speculation in May wheat has been sup- 
pressed on the Chicago board of trade. All 
deals are off and there will be no new ones. 
Speculators have been selling wheat that has 
no existence and contracting themselves for 
deliveries that it is impossible to make, the 
i-esult being a steady advance that has brought 
May wheat to approximately $3.20 a bushel 
on the board. That is a tremendous figure for 
wheat, but Avould look picayunish beside the 
$10 a bushel it is said was not an exaggerated 
prospcct had the national government re- 
frained from intervention. Buying agencies 
of entente governments in Europe apparently 
instigated this drastic and unprecedented ac- 
tion through representations purposed to show 
•what tlic world in its stress was facing in the 
cereal phase of the food problem. There has 
been no interference with trades in the July 
and September options, but that is a supple- 
mentary course that may follow. 


Control of grain will be necessary if grain 
is not to be permitted to soar to unlimited 
heights by impulse of speculative operations. 
It is all very well for Chicago board officials 
and speculators to say that it is the shortage 
and not gambling- that niakos the pricc. 
Let 
free trading in wheat on tlie i>oar(l bo stopped 
and the cft'oet -will be seer.. 
Let jiational con- 
trol be established and l)J•ic(^s will stay at a 
figure that, though intrinsically hi'^h, vrill yet 
be rca.sonable. 
Nor shonkl control stop Avith 
wheat. 
Speculation has been and is yet wide- 
spread in many foodstuffs. 
None 
of 
these 
specnlative corners has been touched by the 
liand ot: authority. 
They must be it' the coun- 
try is to pass throu^^h the great trial that lies 
ahead and escape needh^ss burdois, pains and 
deprivations. 
Eavishments qi the people by 
food conspirators may be minimized by the 
nation-wide movement for increase of food 
crops, but even this will not circumvent the 
criminals who do not hesitate to make the 
time of the nation's stress the field-day of 
tlieir greed. 


Food control in such wise as not to discour- 
jage production is no easy matter, but the way 
must be found to accomplish it. In our case 
control does not and need not mean, as it does 
in the case of Germany and Great Britain and 
France, a rigorous restriction upon consump- 
tion, but it can and it ought to mean a strang- 
ling of speculation and a control of prices. 
Begulation can be made rational and effectual 
without demoralization of business. America 
will have enough to eat if the price of food- 
stuffs be kept within reach of the great mas^ 
of the people. There must be greater produc- 
tion, a diminution of waste and a conservation 
of supplies. These are factors mainly within 
control of the people themselves, who will 
have far more encouragement and resolution 
in the duty that lies upon them if they are 
M^arded against the depredations of specu- 
lators and price-fixers. 


It need only be noted that having suppressed 
gambling in May wheat the price of that com- 
modity has been fixed at $3.18 as a basis of set- 
tlement, of deals pending. By next week the 
price might have been $5 a bushel. 


MOTHER'S DAY SUNPAY. 


Tomorrow will be "Mother's Day." Keep 
it in form and in truth. 


No man or woman who has had the ineffable 
blessing of a good mother can be worthy of 
her if only this annually recurring day brings 
her to mind and elicits acknowledgement. 
"Mother's day," nevertheless, is a fit and 
good occasion for all and it embodies a senti- 
ment than whieli none can be finer or more be- 
coming and dutiful. 


The mothers of men are the makers of the 
world. To say that is trite, but it is to say a 
truth. Just how the world is in great travail of 
rebirth and upon the mothers falls and must 
fall the greater burden of sacrifice and they, 


Does any one know of a single instance 
Avhere a yoimg man of sound body who might 
reasonably have considered himsel as at 
least liable if not likely to be touched by the 
hand of conscription who raised a howl, wrote 
or telegraphed his congressman or took the 
pains of a journey to Washington to oppose 
the army bill because he felt it was going to 
require something of him 
? 


You did not nor ever will. 
The man who has the fighting stuff in him 
out of which armies must be made, battles 
fought and victories won is not built that way. 
He Avill go and he will render his "last full 
measure of devotion," if need be and fate 
decree it, but he will be neither craven yelper 
nor poltroon quitter. The country wants his 
services and he gives them. War may require 
his life and he will lay it down. 


The war revenue bill asks money—^no more. 
Upon some it will fall a bit heavy. Those up- 
on whom it so may fall can stand it. They 
will have the substance upon which taxes can 
gnaw. They will gain what profit there may 
be in war. They may make less money and 
some of them may perhaps not make any, but 
whatever the stress may be for the larger mass 
of the people, these will be able to stand it 
without pain. 


To interests and persons to whom war is 
going to mean no cost that cannot be met with 
the checkbook the war revenue measure is a 
great shock and deadly pain. It isn't fair, it 
isn't just, it doesn't distribute the load the 
way it ought to be. "Willing to do anything 
tliat is just, go to any length that is fair—but 
this tax bill is a criminal enormity. 


Meanwhile the bo.ys continue to enlist and 
get to the camps whence, after a time, they 
will depart for the government only knows 
where and to a fate God only knows what. 


That's the difference, but not the only dif- 
ference. There are some of the great and rich 
who can't get into the trcnches, but they will 
go the limit in all else. They have placed their 
gigantic interests at the command of their 
government and their fortunes will be as read- 
ily pledged. These men are not in Washing- 
ton, they are not writing letters nor sending 
telegrams nor making protest of any sort. 
They are just waiting to do their honest bit, 
whatever that may turn out to be.

In f a c t it is generally accept- 
ed t h a t a t any time the 
legislature 
chooses to refer a n y m a t t e r to

people it is entirely proper. 
T a k i n g 
the sense of the people is quite pop- 
ular. 


T h e next step is to enable t h e peo- 
ple themselves to step in a n d d e m a n d 
t h a t a n y m e a s u r e passed shall not go 
into effect until it is submitted to t h e 
people and approved. Under the ref- 
e r e n d u m the legislature's power is not 
limited 'except t h a t the 
people 
m a y 
veto a n y measure. 
Standing by itself 
the r e f e r e n d u m is not seriously 
op- 
posed. 
It is a negative power 
and 
does not interfere with representative 
g o v e r n m e n t except to m a k e it m o r e 
responsible. 


T h e opposition to the r e f e r e n d u m is 
chiefly excited by its association witli 
the initiative, w h i c h is the process by 
w h i c h the people m a y propose a law 
themselves by a petition signed by ten 
or 
fifteen 
per cent, of t h e voters of 
the state and have the proposed 
law 
put on the ballot a t the regular elec- 
tion or a t a special election f o r the 
action of t h e people. 


I t h a s fi-equently been proposed t h a t 
no law shall be advanced by the initia- 
tive unless it shall flrst have been pre- 
sented to the legislature a n d a n op- 
portunity given to pass it. 
This plan 
h a s t h e merit of putting the respon- 
sibility u p to the legislature a n d t h e n 
if the legislature fails to act t h e peo- 
ple are given a chance to pass the law 
by their votes.

This is in force in every 
state in the union. 
Fourth, the in- 
itiative on laws. 
Fifth, the initiative 
on constitutional 
a m e n d m e n t s . 


T h e present constitution of I n d i a n a 
forbids the use of the initiative and 
i-eferendum except t h e r e f e r e n d u m on 
constitutional a m e n d m e n t s . 
T h e con- 
stitution 
says: 
"No 
law 
sliall 
be 
passed, the taking 
effect 
of 
which 
shall be m a d e to depend upon a n y a u - 
thority except a s provided in this con- 
stitution." 
A law cannot therefore de- 
pend upon the vote of the people to 
go into effect because the 
authority 
to m a k e laws is vested in the legis- 
lature.

Bread Bits Help 
| 


Reduce Living: Cost 


Any bits of bread which can not be 
eaten on the 
table should 
be saved ; 
and 
crumbed 
for 
use 
in 
cooking. 
Some housekeepers keep two kinds on 
hand; one. stale crumbs m a d e chiefly 
f r o m the inside of the loaf and suit- 
able for use in the place of flour, and 
dried crumbs made f r o m any part of 
the bread browned a little in a very 
slow oven and crushed fine to be used 
in scalloped dishes, for the coating of 
croquettes 
or 
other 
fried foods, 
or 
wherever a crusty, fine crumb is need- 
ed. 
To prevent their growing musty, 
crumbs should be kept 
in 
dry, 
a i r - , 
tight containers. 
Fruit jars are often | 
convenient for the purpose. 


Yeast-made bread is by no means 
the only bread that can be Utilized in 
some 
of 
the 
ways 
suggested. 
The 
quick breads raised by baking powder, 
soda and sour milk or other acid, etc., 
dry out more quickly than the yeast 
bread, probably because the water is 
not so thoroughly incorporated 
with 
the flour during the making. 
These 
breads can not be freshened simply by 
putting in the oven like yeast-raised 
bread. 
Quick biscuit, however, m a k e 
delicious 
toast, which 
is very 
con- 
venient for serving under meats, eggs, 
etc. 
The crumbs made f r o m 
them 
may also be used 
in 
other 
breads, 
cakes and puddings, as may also corn 
bread and cake crumbs wiierevcr their 
flavor 
is 
not objectionable. 
Boston 
brown bread toasted and served with 
a cream sauce is a delicious dish for 
supper 
or 
breakfast. 
Toasted 
rye 
bread is also good. 


Crackers, 
which 
are 
practically 
dried bread baked in different shapes, 
and which may lose their crispness if 
if kept exposed when the air is moist, 
can be freshened or m a d e crisp by 
putting into the 
oven. 
The 
crumbs 
made f r o m them serve many of the 
purposes of dried bread crumbs. 
A 
n u m b e r of recipes for using leftover 
bread follows:

Bread Crumbs.—One quart skim milk, 
one cup bread'Crums. 
or 
two 
large 
slices stale bread, salt, small a m o u n t 
spinach or outer leaves lettuce 
(not 
more than four ounces), 
one 
Small 
slice onion. 


Cut the vegetables into small pieces 
and cook with the bread crumbs in the 
milk in a double boiler. 
If 
a 
large 
quantity is being prepared, as 
in 
a 
school lunchroom, 
for example, 
put 
the vegetables through a meat 
chop- 
per. 
In this case slices of bread m a y 
be ground with the vegetables, in or- 
der to absorb the juice. 


Pancakes.—One 
cup 
crumbs, 
two 
and one-quarter cups skim milk, one- 
half cup fiour, four teaspoons baking 
powdei", one teaspoon salt, one 
tea- 
spoon sugar, one teaspoon melted fat, 
one egg. 
, 


Soak the crumbs in milk for three- 
quarters of an hour. 
Then add other 
ingredients and cook on a hot griddle 
like ordinary pancakes. 
If sour milk 
Is used substitute 
one-half 
teaspoon 
baking soda for the four teaspoons of 
baking powder. 


Gingerbread.—One 
cup 
molasses, 
one-half cup boiling water, one and 
one-third cups fine bread crumbs, two- 
third cup of flour, one teaspoon baking 
soda, 
one 
and 
one-half 
teaspoons 
ginger, one-half 
teaspoon 
salt, 
four 
teaspoons melted lard or other fat. 


Add water to molasses and combine 
with 
the dry ingredients 
mixed 
to- 
gether, then add fat and beat. 
Bake 
for about twenty-five minutes in a hot 
oven. 


Indian Pudding Made With Crumbs. 
—One cup fine crumbs, one quart skim 
milk, one-third cup sugar, two table- 
spoons melted butter, 
or 
other 
fat, 
one-fourth 
teaspoon 
ginger, 
one- 
fourth 
teaspoon 
cloves, 
one-fourth 
teaspoon 
cinnamon, 
one-fourth 
cup 
molasses. 


Scald the crumbs in milk, add the 
other ingredients and bake one and 
one-half hours in a slow oven. 
This 
pudding may be made with any kind 
of bread crumbs, but it furnislies an 
especially 
good 
means 
of 
using 
up 
stale corn bread. 


Egg Toast.—Six shces of bread, one 
egg, one cup milk, skim milk or water, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt. 


Beat the egg, and add 
the 
liquid 
and salt. 
Let the bread soak in the 
mixture until slightly soft. 
Then fry 
to a light brown on a hot, well-greased 
pan or griddle. 
More eggs m a y 
be 
used if available.

Housewives to Use 
Mutton Fat to Cook 


Dr. H. E. Barnard, state food and 
drug commisisoner of Indiana, 
urges 
the more widely use of mutton 
f a t 
among the housewives of Indiana as a 
means of conserving 
the food 
sup- 
plies. 


"Mutton 
fat," 
said 
Dr. 
Barnard, 
"usually finds its way to the gai-bage 
pail. 
Its flavor condemns it to many 
housewives and yet it is a rich, whole- 
some fat, quite as valuable a food as 
butter fat or lard or beef fat. 
When 
all fats are expensive and when to a 
greater extent than 
ever before wo 
mu.st conserve them, now is the time 
to learn how to use mutton fat suc- 
cessfully. 


"One of the easiest ways to use it is 
to combine it with other fats, which 
have a stronger 
and 
more 
popular 
flavor. 
One part of bacon fat and 
two parts of mutton f a t melted 
to- 
gether furnish a fat of good flavor for 
frying. 
In baking, where but a small 
amount 
of 
shortening 
is 
necessary, 
mutton fat mi^y be used with excellent 
success. 
In making ginger cakes and 
ginger bread, where spices and 
mo- 
lasses furnish 
the 
dominant 
flavor, 
mutton fat serves its purpose well. If 
this fat, or indeed any of the harder 
fats such as beef 
fat, 
are used for 
shortening, they must be warmed un- 
til they are soft In order that they will 
blend easily Into the 
flour. 
A mixture 
of mutton fat with the softer fat, such 
as lard. Is satisfactory for all kinds of 
biscuits, muffins and cakes that 
are 
sei'ved and eaten hot or the same day 
they are baked. 


"A 
final 
suggestion in the use of 
all the animal fats is to get away from 
the idea that they are less easily di- 
gested than butter, or, that they pro- 
duce any 111 effects, when used In food 
In normal amounts." 


Use cold mashed potatoes for this 
dish. 
Mix 1 cupful of the potato with 
1 cupful 
milk, 
and 1 tablespoonful 
flour. 
Beat 
until 
smooth, 
add the 
beaten yolks of 3 eggs, with seasonings 
of salt, pepper aud butter, then add 
the beaten whites of the eggs. 
Have a 
frying pan hot and well buttered, turn 
in the egg mixture, brown on one side, 
then turn and brown on 
the 
other. 
Garnish with parsley and serve with 
triangles of toast. 


Use any cold cooked meat and dry 
bread. 
Cut the 
meat 
into a well 
greased baking dish. 
Add a layer of 
crumbs of dry bread and a little stew- 
ed tomato, or tomato soup, or sliced 
onion, or any cold cooked vegetable. 
Add another layer of the meat, than 
more crumbs and seasonings, moisten 
with gravy or hot water, or left-over 
soup, cover with buttered crumbs and 
bake thirty minutes. 


The economical housewife can save 
many a dime by getting the principles 
of this dish in mind. 
As she makes 
her most delicious salads by chance, 
so these escaHoped dishes are often 
most successful when made of what- 
ever the refrigerator happens to con- 
tain.

Fill boiler two-thirds full of cold, 
soft water and shave into it one-half 
bar of soap and add two tablespoon- 
fuls of kero.sene oil.

Seattle, Wash., May 11.—Is China, 
under the guise of sending coolie labor 
to difT battle trenches in France, mass- 
ing: an army of well-trained 
soldieiy 
with the allies before formally declar- 
ir.f,' war with Germany? 


Certain it is that thousands of Chi- 
nese. in British uniform, are today on 
their vca.v to the European battle front. 
Twenty-five hundred 
recently 
passe:1 
through Vancouver, li. C.. and across 
Canada to the Atlantic seaboard. 
At 
least 100,'100 more, all in uniform, a.'e 
said to be concentrated at Oriental 
jiorts 
awaiting 
shipinent. 
"Coolie,"

by various other routes.

After a razor had been taken from 
E. J. Martin, a Pennsylvania conduc- 
tor, at Warsaw at 12:30 o'clock Satur- 
day morning, 
to prevent 
him 
f r o m 
cutting his throat, as he threatened, 
he struck B r a k e m a n F. W. Pawlish a 
terific blow in the face and 
turning 
quickly, plunged beneath 
the 
train 
which was moving at the rate of six 
Hiiles an hour. 
The wheels of four 
u s passed over him, severing his right 
•loulder and the head from tlie body 
ad killing him instantly. 
The act was 
)mmitted so quickly and unexpected- 
.. that the brakeman, who was watch- 
Mr. Martin closely, could do noth- 
ir.g to prevent it. 
The plunge 
was 
made beneath the eighth car from the 
engine. 
The train had stopped at the 
water plug to take on water and had 
not gotten under full headway. 


The coroner was summoned and aft- 
er viewing the body, it was removed to 
a morgue, i)i-epared for shipment, and 
brought to Fort AVayne at noon Sat- 
urday. 


Conductor .Martin had a run between 
this city and Hobart. 
lie left Fort 
Wayne yesterday morning and was en 
route home when 
he i-ommitted tlio 
rash deed. 
Members of his crew were 
Engineer 
F. 
C. Ci-awford, 
Fireman 
William Craig, l-'lagman R. E. Tucker 
and Brakeman I'. W. Pawlish. 


Mr. Martin recently sold his 
resi- 
dence on Masterson avei 
j and 
had 
made arrangements to build 
another 
house on Taber street. 
To make this 
improvement, lie would have to go into 
debt about $3,500 and this appeared 
to woi'ry him considerable, the train- 
men say. for he talked about it fre- 
quently. 
It is worrying over this 
finan- 
cial mattter that led to the suicide, it 
is believed. 


Ml-. Martin is survived by the widow 
and some brothers and .sisters. 
He 
was born Api-il 17, 187:i, and was 45 
years old. 
His railway record is a good 
one, showing that he was very atten- 
;ive to duty and promptly on hand when 
wanted. 
He began work as a freight 
brakeman JMarch 21, 1892, and .July 5, 
IS!)6, was transferred to the passenger 
service. 
December 12, 1899, he was 
promoted to freight conductor and re- 
mained constantly in service in that 
capacity up to the time of his death. 
He was a member of Division No. 119, 
Order of Railway Conductors, and the 
funeral will pi-obably 
be under 
the 
•Uspices of the brotherhood.

is nominated.

ner and at the time fixed by said com- 
m o n council. 
In case of any vacan- 
cies by i-eason of death, resignation or 
otherwise, the vacancies shall be filled 
by the mayor, subject to the appi-oval 
of the common council.

The legislative a u t h o r - 
ity of the city shall be vested in the 
c o m m o n council. 
The c o m m o n councli 
.shall meet upon call f r o m the mayor 
or upon the request signed by five of 
the inembers of said council. 


Section IV. 
The powers and duties 
of the common council and the other 
elective officers shall be provided 
by 
t h e statutes of the state of 
Indiana 
concerning 
municipal 
corporations, 
adopted March, 
1 905, and all acts sup- 
plemental 
thereto 
and 
a m e n d a t o r y 
thereof, so f a r as applicable, meaning 
thereby that the officers of .said city 
shall be guided and governed by the 
law under which 
the 
city of 
Fort 
"Wayne now operates; 
t h a t said 
law

The presideut of the United States having declared that the sii- 
])reme test of our nation has come, and having asked for the earnest 
.support of our people in the prosecution of the "Hvar which is no"w our 
war, I deem it my duty to caution all citizens against the waste of 
food, and to advise that the utmost economy be exercised in the con- 
sumption of products of wheat, and of all other foodstuffs. 


The gravity of the situation which makes imperative a rigid hus- 
banding of the Morld's food supply, is set forth in the following plea 
of Herbert CJ Hoover, chairman of the American commission for relief 
in Belgium, and recently appointed head of the American food board: 


"Our allies cannot fight without food. Our enemies are 
calculating that America will fail to supply them, and that 
they will need to give in. 


"The total stock of food today available in the allied 
world is not sufficient to last until September, if America con- 
tinues its present rate of consumption. AVe are uoav face to 
face with the result of last year's poor harvest, the diversion 
of man-power from agriculture all over the world, the un- 
availing efforts of the European women to plant fields fully, 
the isolation of Russia, the sinking of food ships, and many 
other causes. 


"England, France and Italy are reducing consumption 
by drastic steps, but even with all this reduction they must 
have from us during the next three months more than twice 
as much food as we should have exported normally or than 
we can send if we consume as usual. The only hope of pro- 
viding the deficiency is by the elimination of waste and 
actual and rigorous self-sacrifice on the part of the Amer- 
ican people."' 
Thus, by the exercise of patriotic self-restraint and a judicious 
selection of only tlie most plentiful foods for use, every American 
man, woman and child can do his or her bit to aid America and its al- 
lies in this hour of need. 


We are a nation of 102,860,000 persons, of upwards of twenty 
million families. If each family will reduce its consumption of food 
by but a poiuid a week there can be added to the food supply of Eu- 
rope ten thousand tons of foodstuffs a Aveek, or over one-half million 
tons a year. 


Such a saving represents but a small part of that Avhich may 
easily be made by the American people, and which it will be neces- 
sary for them to make in order to bring the war to an early and suc- 
cessful conclusion. 


Not only must the most rigid economy in the 
consumption 
of 
foodstuffs be practiced, but an enormous increase in their production 
must be made as well. 


TJierefore I deem it my further duty to advise the citizens of thi.«; 
community to make extraordinary efforts to increase the cultivation 
of foodstuff.s, and for this purpose to utilize all labor that can be 
spared from other occupations, and all cultivatable land that is now 
idle. The labor.and ground ordinarily given up to ornamental culti- 
vation may well be dedicated for the time being to this patriotic and 
humane purpose.

(Staff Correspondence.) 


Peking, China, May 12.—^Wu Ting Fangr, venerable Chinese statesman, 
former ambassador to the United States and now minister of foreign af- 
fairs at Peking, believes he is traveling the road to perpetual youth. 


Strict rules of hygiene and a vegetarian diet, he declares, have enabled 
him to walk like a young man and ai-e turning 
his 
graying 
hair 
black 
again. 


So successful were his experimentations that Minister Wu organized a 
health society at Shanghai for the purpose of spreading his propaganda of 
bodily improvement and preservation. A restaurant was established with a 
menu developed solely with the idea of increasing man's longevity. 


Now that the world meat supply is running short on account of war's 
devastations, Wu believes the ideas set forth by his health society are 
more important than ever to humanity. 
The necessity for meat has been 
eliminated by his dietary formula. 


In answer to a multitude of questions from his amazed friends regard- 
ing his plan for lengthening one's life span, AVu wrote a dissertation in 
Chinese, explaining fully his methods.

Quaker said to me when I was first 
made conductor, 'Tommy, be a good 
boy, do as thee is told, and do not 
give the passengers any back talk'— 
good advice that I have kept. 
I have 
been very happy in my family life. 
In 
a year and a half I shall be 70 and 
.retired on a pension. 
No man on my 


often an occupation proves a prison 
house for manhood, restricting and 
cramping the free development of the 
soul! 


The word success with most people 
has come to have a carefully special- 
ized meaning. 
It is spelled 5ucce$$. 
That rendering, to be st.re, may not 
be a wholly false one, since thrift is a 
virtue and not to be decpised. 
Accum- 
ulation of wealth, even, may be a com- 
mendable aim, if entered upon hon- 
estly. 
As the world is organized, suc- 
cess in any line generally means some 
measure of financial reward. 


The consuming struggle for money, 
however, is sinful and, what is a black- 
er indictment, in the opinion of some, 
extremely 
foolish. 
He who 
trades 
health, character, happiness, ease, fam- 
ily, to make two millions grow where 
one grew before has gotten the short 
end of the bargain. 
He is no success, 
but a failure, whether he realizes it or 
not. 


One is profited nothing 
who 
may 
gain the whole world, but forfeits his 
life in the process. 
It is better not to 
succeed if one cannot do so without 
losing the essential values. 
As the la- 
mented 
George 
Fitch 
remarked: 
"Many a man Is a business failure and 
has to rub along on $75 a month be- 
cause he has spent all the rest of his 
fortune buying a reputation that can 
go on his tombstone without making 
anyone wink and grin." 


Success, under modern conditions, 
lies in doing one thing well. They who 
arrive must give themselves with un- 
sparing devotion to a single line of 
effort. It may easly happen that other 
thngs in life quite as important are 
thereby neglected. 
Success 
in 
one 
sphere may leave one in mature age 
quite bankrupt of other joys well worth 
while. 
The oft-quoted confession of 
Dai-win is applicable to thousands of 
less famous people. 


"Up to the age of .SO," he says, "or 
beyond it, poetry of many kinds, such 
as the woi'ks of Milton, Gray, Byron, 
Wordsworth, gave me great pleasure, 
and even as a schoolboy I took intense 
delight in Shakespeare, especially in 
the historical plays. 
I have also said 
that formerly pictures gave me con- 
siderable, and music very great delight. 
But now for many years I cannot en- 
dure to read a line of poetry. 
I have 
tried lately to read Shakespeare, and 
found it so intolerably dull that it 
nauseated me. 
I have also almost lost 
my taste for pictures or music. 
I re- 
tain some taste for fine scenery, but it 
does not cause me the exquisite delight 
which 
it 
formerly did. 
My mind 
seems to have become a kind of ma- 
chine for grinding general laws out of 
large collections of facts. 
If I had 
to ^ive my life again, I would have 
made a rule to read some poetry and 
listen to some music at least once every 
week; for perhaps the parts of my 
brain now atrophied would thus have 
been kept 
active 
through use. 
The 
loss of these tastes is a loss of happi- 
ness and may possibly be injurious to 
the intellect and more probably to the 
moral character, by enfeebling the 
emotional part of our nature." 


They pay a high price for success 
who, to win it, blight any of the inner 
powers of the soul. No one was quick- 
er to recognize the fact than Mr. Dar- 
win himself. 
If the experience of the 
great thinker is in any sense dupli- 
cated in our own, the remedy he pro- 
poses is available for us also. 


It is a fallacy to assume that the goal 
of life is to make money, or to gain 
office, or to win popularity. 
The mis- 
take in sending half the race on fools' 
errands. 
The truth was hinted at by 
Abraham Lincoln when he said: 
"t 
am not bound to win, but I am bound 
to be true. I am not bound to succeed, 
but I am bound to live by the light that 
I have." It 1.S, after all, the inner vic- 
tory that crowns men. There are folks 
who barely escape the poor house here

worthless. 
For this reason they are 
compared to chaff, briers, thorns, etc. 
Their destruction will consequently be 
no real loss. 
They will themselves 
have lost their opportunity to obtain 
eternal life; but by the way they used 
their probationary 
time they 
prove 
themselves unworthy of it. Their de- 
struction will, in fact, be an act of 
love and mercy on the part of God; for 
to perpetuate their lives would only be 
to perpetuate sin. sorrow, suffering, 
and miserj'. 
Terrible, therefore, as 
this judgment will be, there will, in 
consequence of it, be nothing of value 
lost,—nothing lost worth saving. 
The 
experiment of sin will be over, and 
God's original plan of peopling 
the 
earth with a race of holj', happy be- 
ings will be carried out. 2 Peter iii:lS.

A Question That the 
Church Must Answer 
If It Be Answered 


(By Jessie Brown Pounds.) 


Seldom have I been so deeply moved 
by any confidence as I was sometime 
ago by that of a middle-aged man, 
pi-ominent in business and church cir- 
cles, whose wife was a devoted Chris- 
tian woman and whose large family of 
children were rarely lovely and tal- 
ented. I had Just remarked upon them 
and upon their great promise when he 
said, "Yes, I think they will be of use 
in the world, if inother and I can be 
spared to carry out our plans for them, 
and help them to oe true and unsel- 
fish. 
But there is always a question in 
our minds. 
Neither their mother nor 
myself is strong. 
I have good reason 
to believe that I shall not live until 
they are grown, and to fear that she 
will not. 
If we should both be taken 
away, what will become of our chil- 
dren?" 


I looked my surprise, for the family 
were apparently in excellent circum- 
stances. 
He saw the interrogation in 
my eyes and answered it. "O. I can 
insure them physical care," he said. 
"I can so safeguard my estate as to 
provide them with food and clothes 
and even with a secular education; 
but this is the thing that hurts: aiy 
wife and I have put our lives into those 
children. 
They represent our contri- 
bution to the world. We have tried to 
do a little good cn the side as we went 
along, but the great thing we have 
given ourselves to is the effort to rear 
a family which shall care for the right 
things and do the right things and 
count as a part of the army pf right- 
eousness. 
Now, if we should be taken 
away, how can we hope to have this 
work completed by some one else? 
More money will not do it. 
Can you 
wonder that sometimes 
we 
ask the 
question, 'What will become of our 
children?' " 


If this burden, at times, rests heav- 
ily upon a father of large means, what 
must it be to the one who must live 
from week to week, who can make no 
provision even for the physical care of 
his children? 
And what of the wid- 
owed mother who must often feel her- 
self sinking under her double burden 
and who must ask, "What would be- 
come of my children?" 


But in one point the situation is 
the same for rich and poor. 
Mere 
money will not insure the best train- 
ing for their children. 
"Why not let 
the state provide for its orphans?" is 
a criticism 
frequently flung at our 
church orphanage work. 
Why not? 
Because the state will not conserve 
the training and cherished purposes 
of Christian fathers and mothers. 
Be- 
cause the state will furnish only food 
and clothes and secular education. 
It 
is to the church, taught by its Master 
to love and 8er\-e, that Christian par- 
ents have a right to look for carrying 
traint^ of tt« cKUdirttt.

ODR GREAT SUGAR BEET INDUSTRY 


The Highest Development of the Beet-Sugar Industry in the United States Depends Upon 
the Establishment of An American Beet-Seed Industry Capable of Meeting the Re- 
quirements of the American Sugar-Beet Grower and the Beet Sugar Producer.

Our experience thus far indlc^^tes 
that 
American 
sugrar-beet 
seed 
is 
usually superior in germination and 
capable of producing larger and bet- 
ter roots than the imported seed. 


Our soil and climatic 
conditions, 
extending over large areas, favor the 
production of sugar-beet seed in suf- 
ficient quantity to meet all future re- 
quirements. 


Well-defined strains of sugar beets 
of high yield i|.nd quality are essential 
to the development of a satisfactory 
seed industry. Enough has been done 
to prove that by careful and pains- 
taking work such strains can be pro- 
dueed. 


No 
intelligent 
study 
of 
cultural 
methods in the production of sugar 
beets 
or of 
problems 
involving 
a 
coini^risoa of varieties can be made 
ti^tn miiform and fixed varieties with 
^«iiieh to work are available. 


3310 production of strains having 
roots of uniform size and habit of 
growth and capable of yielding seed 
BtsJks «niform in habit of 
growth 
end matarity should make possible 
improved cultural methods, especially 
in the planting 
of the roots and in 
the harvesting of the seed, that will 
reduce greatly the cost of production. 


After seed harvest the beet roots 
bad stalks remain in the ground in a 
Boond and 
palatable 
condition 
for 
U^>stoek feed. 
The present practice 
is to feed these roots in the field. 
Utilizing them as pasture.

United States is composed of three 
distinct braches, namely, 
beet-seed

tts Mmplete success but for its very 
exIatmcQ. 
Without seed the sugar- 
beet industry, in which more than 
70,800 American farmers are directly 
Interested, could not exist, and with- 
out beets the 84 beet-sugar mills now 
etaoding. with an invested capital of 
snore than 5100,000,006, would be idle. 
The beet-seed industry is. of course, 
the foundation upon which 
sugar- 
beet growing and beet-sugar extrac- 
tion rests. 
Because 
of 
its 
funda- 
mental 
character, 
it is 
surprising 
that sugar-beet seed 
production 
in 
this country has not received more 
genera] and more earnest attention in 
the past. 
The two primary 
causes 
that have operated against the de- 
velopment of the sugar-beet seed in- 
dustry in this country wore (1) the! 
fact that a sufficient quantity of seed j 
to meet our rcquiremenLs was easily \ 
obtainable from European 
countries 
at n reasonable price and (2) the pro- 
vniling idea that conditions in 
this 
country, from the standpoint 
either 
of 'Ahor cost or of climate, would not 
permit the successful development of 
the 
seed 
industry 
in 
the 
United 
states. 
Recent 
experiences, 
how-

ever, have shown the folly of depend- 
ing upon foreign countries for our 
beet-seed supply, while 
experiments 
extending 
over 
many 
years 
have 
proved 
the 
falsity 
of 
the 
opinion 
relative to labor and climatic 
con- 
ditions. 


The present seed requirements of 
the beet-sugar industry in this country 
are annually not less than 
150,000 
of 110 pounds each. 
In order to in- 
sure this quantity of seed, it would 
be necessary to have not less than 
16,000 acres devoted to seed produc- 
tion. 
Less than one-fourth of this 
acreage was harvested in 1916. 


It is a startling fact that there are 
in this country no distinct types of 
commercial 
sugar 
beets. 
In 
any 
commercial 
sugar-beet 
field 
from 
Michigan to California, without re- 
gard to the name of the so-called 
variety, can be found from 6 to 20 or 
more distinct types of beets. 
Their 
distinctions may be based upon shape, 
te.\ture, habit of growth, color, and 
other characters of the leaf, as well 
as upon shape, texture, quality, etc., 
of the root. 
In fact, scarcely two 
beets growing side by side in the same 
field 
have 
closely 
related 
external 
characters of leaf or root, and the 
quality of the roots varies in both 
sugar and purity. 


Equally 
wide 
variations 
may 
be 
found in the beet-seed fields, espec- 
ially with reference to habit of growth 
and yield of seed. 
It would appear, 
therefore, that these so-called strains 
are badly mixed in the process of 
growth and production or that many 
strains or varieties are mixed before 
the seed is .sacked. 
It would seem, 
however, from the large number of 


wide variations in the individual beets 
produced from commercial seed that 
the mixed strains or varieties appear- 
ing in commercial fields are due more 
to the method of growth 
than 
to 
artificial 
mixing. 
It 
may 
be 
and 
probably is necessary to have mixed 
strains, or crosses, in order to com- 
bine in one plant all the desirable 
qualities of weight, sugar, and purity. 
It would seem, however, that little 
progress can be made in the develop- 
ment of desirable strains of beets until 
the present mixed varieties are sep- 
arated into their component strains 
and the desirable strains recombined 
in their proper relation. 
It is no 
more reasonalt)le to suppose that such 
a mixture of the present types of 
sugar beets will .give. the best results 
in yield and quality of roots than it 
is to assume that the highest results 
in 
live-stock 
production 
can 
be 
reached with mixed breeds of animals. 


There are good sugar beets in these 
mixtures that are now called by dis- 
tinct names, and not all individuals of 
a pure type will be of equal value, 
but the average in both quality and 
yield is far below the limit of pos- 
sibilities, and the highest plane of 
development of the sugar beet will 
not be reached until distinct strains 
or types are produced and fixed, so 
that they will come true from year 
to year. 
It will then be possible to 
work with the individual beet as the 
unit upon which the 
quality and 
yield of roots may be based, with b. 
reasonable expectation that material 
and permanent improvement in qual- 
ity and yield of roots may be produced 
b'y eliminating the poorer and less 
desirable individuals. 
It is not prob- 
able that in these pure strains the

Hints for Poultry Raisers 


1. 
Hatch early. 


2. 
Use fresh eggs. 


3. 
Long, pointed, short, round, thin 
or too thick shelled eggs should not be 
used for hatching purposes.

Chilled chicks are apt to have 
diarrhea.

A good incubator insures early 
hatches. 


6. 
The pullet hatched early in the 
year is the one which will lay next 
winter.

HOW TO SELECT A GOOD HORSE 


The Soundness of a Horse Is One of the First Considerations of the Buyer and Should Be of thit 
Breeder—If the Animal Is Not SufficientljrSound to Withstand the Use for Which 
*He Is intended, the Log^ical Time to Learn of This Is Before the Purchase.

highest development of both size and 
quality will be found in any one strain 
but it is necessary first to have the 
pure strains and to know definitely 
the characters they possess and are 
capable of transmitting 
before the 
necessary steps can be taken to pro- 
duce by crossing the permanent types 
in which the roots shall possess the 
desired qualities of sugar, purity and 
yield. 
At the same time this line of 
work should develop seed-producing 
plants of uniform type, with reference 
to 
both 
habit 
of 
growth 
of 
seed 
stalks and date of maturity of seed. 
The development 
of uniform 
types 
is of vital importance not only with 
reference to the yield and quality of 
roots arjd seed, but also with refer- 
ence to the cost of production. 
The 
first step, therefore, in the develop- 
ment of a permanent beet-seed in- 
dustry in this country lies in the direc- 
tion of the development of true tj'pes 
with reference to both seed beets and 
seed production.

Selection of a horse must be bMed 
primarily on a thorough, systematic 
examination; the examination should 
be based on a clear knowledge of de- 
sirable and undesirable qualities. Not 
only the presence of unsoundness but 
also the condition or seriousness of 
the 
unsoundness 
should 
be 
noted. 
Temporary unfitness should be. distin- 
guished from permanent unsoundness. 
A hurried examination is likely to 
prove 
a 
disappointment. 
Observo 
blemishes, vice, faulty conformation, 
unsoundness, and général characteris- 
tics. 
Common 
blemishes are scars 
from old wounds, poll evil, scratches, 
shoe boils, and small ruptures. 
Com- 
mon vices are halter pulling, cribbing, 
kicking, stall walking, weaving, and 
biting. 
Common faults of conforma- 
tion are straight shoulders, crooked, 
weak, 
or improperly set legs, 
ewe 
neck, long, weak back, and drooping 
croup. 


Common unsoundness are splints, 
thoroughpin, 
spavin, 
curb, 
extreme 
fistula, ringbone, side bones, extreme 
atrophy of muscles contracted 
ten- 
dons and broken wind. 
General char- 
acteristics include 
fleshing, 
tempera- 
ment, quality, color, and age. 
In final 
selection, look for the good qualities 
and weigh them against the defects. 


Enlargements or scars (due to de- 
formity, unusual mishap, or uncom- 
mon disease) not conforming to any 
of 
those 
discussed 
should 
cause 
a

horse to be rejected unless the nature 
of the cause and the detriment to the 
value and usefulness of the animal is 
self-evident. 
Experience 
gained 
by 
examining large numbers of 
horses 
will aid in quickening the eye and 
judgment, thereby making it possible 
to perceive readily any unusual condi- 
tion, but it should be remembered that 
a hurried examination is liable to 
prove a disappointment, consequently 
plenty of time should 
be 
taken 
in 
making the examination, because time 
is much cheaper than money tied up 
in an unsatisfactorj- horse. 
If pos- 
sible, get a history of the animal, and 
while you are about it. get a history 
of the person having it for sale. 
So 
many defects may be covered up by 
such unfair methods as drugging that 
it is a good plan to make purchases 
only from those with good 
reputa- 
tions. 
Horses offered at auction sales 
should be thoroughly examined pre- 
vious to their being brought into the 
ring, or else they should be tried out 
in compliance with the rules of the 
sale before time for settlement. 


It is well not to form the habit of 
seeing only the defects, for horses, like 
people, 
are 
seldom 
perfect, 
conse- 
quently in judging them weigh the 
good 
qualities against the bad. 
A 
horse should be valued by the amount 
of service he will perform rather than 
by his minor shortcomings. 


In examining a horse there are s e ^ 
eral points about the shoulders to look 
into. 
Short shoulders do not gener* 
ally indicate sufificient room for 
• 
large heart and for lungs capable of 
handling a maximum quantity of air. 


Straight 
shoulders 
favor 
a 
low, 
short, stubby action of the front feet. 
A low carriage of the head, with a 
heavy irresponsive mouth are often 
associated with a long back and m 
correspondingly 
s h o r t 
underline^ 
whereas 
the 
opposite 
proportioii% 
namely, a short back and a long un- 
derline, are desirable. 
The coneufl* 
sions or jars on the front legs result* 
ing from their striking the ground ar« 
considerably relieved by slopingehoul« 
ders, while straight shoulders, by not 
having this effect, tend to promota 
«arly 
unsoundness 
of 
these 
limbs. 
Strong constitution, endurance, good 
front action, and style are associated 
with deep, well-sloped shoulders. For 
draft purposes the shoolders sboiald 
have pronounced offsets, so that t l » 
face of the collar will have plenty of 
bearing surface. 
The position of the 
collar on shoulders which are deep 
enough is not materially changed. Tha 
heavier the pull the tighter the coDaxi. 
On shallow shoulders collar is^sqnecaad 
back with the result that the skin and 
muscles beneath the collar ar« often 
sore. 
Sharp, thin, prominent withex« 
add depth and wearii^ quaUtSes-totlM 
shoulder. 
Shoulders that run wBli 
into tho back in the saddle hqcse^xidte 
Jiolding- the saddle in place.

MARKING TO IDENTIFY CALVES 


It is important that each calf be 
marked plainly so as to permit of 
easy Identification. 
This is particu- 
larly necessary in pure-bred 
herds, 
and should be done in all herds of 
any considerable size, even if com- 
posed of grades. 
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RIGHT 
EAR 


Kotch Method of Marking 
Identification. 


A number of marking systems have 
been in general use, among which 
the following are some of the most 
common: 
leather strap around 
the 
neck, with brass tag attached; ear 
taga at various forms; notches, and 
holes in the ears; and tattoo marks 
In the ears. 


The leather strap with tag around 
the calf's neck is a convenient method 
of marking. 
The advantages of this 
system are that the number may be 
observed readily and no disfiguration 
of the animal is necessary. 
The cost, 
however, is somewhat higher than 
that of other systems because of the 
first cost of the straps and tags and 
because their renewal is sometimes 
necessary. 


Bar tags of various materials and 
forms are perhaps the most common 
mes^ns of 
identification; these t?igs 
are inexpensive and easy to attach, 
but have the disadvantage of being 
easily torn from the ears. 


Marking animals by means of holes 
and notches in the ear is practiced 
in many herds, and a number of 
systems are in use for this purpose. 
The notches are made with a punch 
.specially designed for the 
purpose. 
Care should be taken to make them 
so that they can be readily detected 
in running the fingers along the edge 
of the ear. 
Under no circumstances 
should they be made with a knife, as 
the outlines of a small cut made by 
such an instrument 
becomes 
oblit- 
erated or may be confused with the 
slight natural indentations of the ear 
as the animal grows older. 
It is also 
very dificult to make the cut of the 
right size with a knife, and if too 
large the animal is greatly disfigured. 
This sj^stem, while causing a slight 
disfigurement of the animal, is ver>- 
simple and if rightly done the notches 
are scarcely noticed. 
A serious dis- 
advantage, however, is that mistakes 
in marking can not be easily cor- 
rected. 
To illustrate the use of this 
method the (ojlowing examples are 
given: 
No. 7, two notches on lower 
edge and one notch on upper edge of 
left ear; No. 46, one notch on lower 
edge of right ear, one notch on upper 
edge of right ear and two notches on 
lower edge of left ear; No. 1.52, one 
notch in center of left ear, one notch 
on 
lower 
edge 
of 
right 
ear, 
two 
notches on upper edge of right ear, 
and two notches on upper edge of left 
eq,r. 


The identification of an animal by 
means of tatoo 
marks in the ears 
has become quite common in recent 
years. 
This system of marking animals 
has the advantage of not disfiguring 
the animal, and if properly applied 
the tattoo ia permanent, so that the 
chance of losing the identity of the 
animal by the loss of the tag is greatly 
lessened. 
On the other hand, it re- 
quires close inspection to distinguish 
the marks in the ears. 


WOOI< INDUSTRY 7ŒEDS 
STIMULUS. 


It is a significant fact that the 
United States government is expend- 
ing several thousands of dollars con- 
ducting a "wool demonstration" car 
throughout the states where sheep are 
grown or should be grown. 
Two pur- 
poses are back of this work: 
The in- 
crease of wool and mutton production 
and the improvement of the grade of 
wool placed on the markets of this 
country.

PRESERVING EGGS. 


The most successful and 
cifeapest 
method of preserving eggs is in water 
glass (sodium silicate). 
One gallon 
of sodium silicate, 
about 
50 cents 
worth, will, when added to 15 times 
as much water, which haa been boiled 
and cooled, be enough to preserve 50 
dozen eggs. 
The solution should be 
prepared and put in the vessels in a 
cool place, then the eggs added as 
they are gathered. There should be at 
least two inches of solution covering 
the eggs. 


Catch the Fly 


Before She Lays 


It is commonly supposed that the 
house fly begins laying eggs as soon as 
she emerges from her filthy breeding 
place. If this were true, a fly swatting 
campaign could not accomplish the 
desired results, because young larvae 
would ba continually feeding, growing 
and maturing in the breeding media 
of 
their 
ancestors 
who 
had 
been 
swatted after their eggs were laid. 


There is, however, a certain lapse of 
time between the emergence of 
the 
adult fly and the laying of eggs. 
This 
period in which the eggs are being 
formed is called the "preoviposition" 
period. 
It is the most important time 
in the swatting campaign, for if the 
adult flies are killed or trapped before 
they lay eggs, all chances of increase 
from their offspring are averted. 


This period of immaturity is quite 
short, and consequently the time for 
killing or trapping the egg-filled moth- 
er flies is limited. 
Concerted efforts in 
any community can, however, rid that 
community of flies and disease result- 
ing from flies. Fly traps must be used 
constantly in all places where there 
are the greatest number of flies. Bait- 
ing the traps with over-ripe fruit, de- 
caying meat or putrefying fi-sh will in- 
.stantly attract myriads of germ-ladcn 
flies. 
If the traps are used from early 
spring to late fall, all flies—both egg- 
filled mother flies and those that may 
have laid their eggs—will be caught. 
This will prevent not only annoyance 
by flies but will control typhoid fever 
and intestinal disea.'?es. 
Destroy 
the 
cause and you immediately remove the 
effect. Early work, before flies become 
numerous, is effective.

TIMBER BAMBOO. 


Regulating the windmill and water 
supply on the farm is an important 
matter.

mon float valve is used, through which 
the water enters the cistern".

Making Lime- 


Sulphur Mixture 


Provide yourself with a good, tight 
barrel, and a zinc tub or pot to heat 
water in; heat tho water to boiling 
point, then take two or three buckets 
of boiling water and put in the empty 
barrel, cover the top of the barrel 
with oilcloth and sacks. Let the water 
remain 
in 
the 
barrel 
about 
ten 
minutes, then pour out the water and 
put in twenty-five pounds of sulphur, 
and empty six cans of concentrated lye 
upon the 
sulphur; 
then 
add 
three 
buckets of boiling water, cover up bar- 
rel well and let it brew for fifteen to 
twenty minutes; then stir up well, add- 
ing two more buckets of boiling yv'ater 
and ten pounds quick 
or 
unslacked 
lime (not .slacked); cover top of bar- 
rel again and let the mixture boil for 
twenty or thirty minutes. 
I'hen stir 
up well and add two more buckets 
boiling water and ten pounds more 
llrne; let this boil for twenty or thirty 
minutes, keeping the cover on barrel 
as 
much 
as 
possible, -after 
thirty 
minutes more boiling add two buckets 
boiling wdter and ten pounds have 
lime; let boil thirty minutes, then add 
more water (two buckets boiling wa- 
ter) and stir up thoroughly; add ten 
pounds more lime; let this boil for 
thirty minutes, then strain out into 
another barrel or vessel and add water 
enough to make 100 gallons in solu- 
tion. 
This is ready to be sprayed on 
the trees. 
By this method you cook 
the mixture about two and a 
half 
hours. 
Several barrels may be started 
at one time and treated in the same 
manner aa above.~S. M. Cook.

The garden is the quickest and best 
means of reducing the cost of living. 
Present food prices can best be re- 
duced by growing a new ^upply of 
food. 
It will take several months to 
produce a surplus of many food prod- 
ucts such as meat, potatoes and flour. 
Furtherniore, the effect of this surplus 
on the price which the consumer has 
to pay is doubtful. 


By planting a garden the consumer 
can relieve the food shortage directly 
in a few weeks. 
He can substitute his 
fresh garden vegetables for 
canned 
products and for many of the high 
priced staples. . 


BY THEIR mUEF. 


Sweet corn, to be at its best, should 
be eaten within a few hours after it is 
picked, for its sugar content disap- 
pears very rapidly after it is removed 
from the garden. For this reason and 
because of its very general popularity, 
it is an excellent vegetable to grow 
in the home garden. 
It should be 
planted on rich land and cultivated 
in the same manner as field com. 
Be- 
ginning as soon as the soil is warm, 
successive 
plantings 
may 
be 
made 
every two or three weeks until late 
summer. 
Another 
method of 
pro- 
longing the supply is to plant early, 
medium, and late varieties. 


Another favorite vegetable is the 
tomato, which now forms one of the 
most important of our garden 
crops. 
In the North, it is very desirable to 
start the plants in a house or a hot- 
bed, and to transplant them once or 
twice in order to secure strong and 
vigorous plants by the time all dan- 
ger from frost is past. 
Pot-grown 
plants are especially 
desirable and. 
they may be brought to the blooming 
period by the time It is warm enough 
to plant them with safety in the gar- 
den. 
If the plants are not to be 
trained 
but allowed 
to lie on the 
ground, they should be set about four 
feet apart each way. 
If trimmed an^ 
tied to stakes they may be planted in 
rows three feet apart and eighteen 
inches apart in the row. 


In common with all plants grown 
in a house, hotbed, or cold frame, 
tomatoes require to be hardened oft 
before planting in the garden.

this process the plants are gradually 
acclimated to the effects of the sun 
and wind, so that they will stand

The. house vote had a double .signifi- 


cance, indicating that the hard fought 
amendment will stay in the bill be- 
cause it directed the conferees to ac- 
cept the provision exactly as voted in 
by the senate. 


in view of the fact that it carried 


by a heavy majority, in the senate, 
there seemed no doubt that It would 
become part of the new law provid- 
ing the great army. 


Is Vp to the President. 


It is by no means certain however, 


that Colonel Roosevelt will lead hi.s 
division to France under its terms be- 
cause the amendment does not direct 
the president to accept the division. It 
merely authorizes him to do so. All 
of the, weight of the president's expert 
advice is against it. The language of 
the amendment follows: "The > presi- 
dent is further authorized to raise and 
maintain by voluntary enlistment, to 
organize and equip not to exceed four 
infantry divisions, the officers of which 
shall be selected in the manner pro- 
vided by paragraph three, of section 
one, 
of this set; provided that the or- 


ganization of said force shall be the 
same as that of the corresponding or- 
ganization of the regular army and 
provided further that there shall be 
no enlistments In said force of men 
under 25 years of age at time of en- 
listing and provided further that no 
such volunteer forces shall be accept- 
ed in any unit smaller than a divi- 
sion." The vote came at the end of 
two hours debate, in which Colonel 
Roosevelt was hotly assailed 
and 


equally well defended from both sides 
of the chamber. The debate, ranged 
all the way from references to presi- 
dential ambition to tho officially cen- 
sored utterances of Marshal Joffre.

tion and In quite common use in de- 
crmining important mattor. 
By It 


aws passed by tho legislature are re- 
orrcd to a voto ot tho people for ap- 
roval or disapproval. 
Tho loglsla- 


uro sometimes refers the question* 
hemsclvcH. but more commonly the 
iroposod laws are referred upon de- 
uand ot the people expressed in a 
ictltion. 
Tho 
people 
merely voto 


'yes" or "no" on tho proposed law. 


Tho oldest use of tho referendum Is 


n tho adoption of constitutions and 
imendmcnts. In every state new con- 
titutions are referred to the people 
or adoption or rejection. 
In all 


talcs amendments aro referred to the 
people after proposal by the Icgisla- 
ure. No one argues any more against j 
he referendum as applied to the rati- 
Ication of constitutions or amend- 
nents In fact it is generally accept- 
ed that at any time the legislature 
chooses to refer any matter to tho 
people it is entirely proper. Taking 
he sense of the people is quite pop- 
ular. 


The next step is to enable the peo- 


ple themselves to step in and demand 
:hat any measure passed shall not go 
nto effect until it is submitted to the 
people and approved. Under the ref- 
erendum the legislature's power is not 
limited except that the people may 
voto any measure. Standing by itself 
the referendum is not seriously op- 
posed. 
It Is a negative power and 


does not interfere with representative 
government except to make it more 
responsible. 


The opposition to the referendum is 


chiefly excited by its association witli 
the initiative, which is the process by 
which the people may propose a. law 
themselves by a petition signed by ten 
or fifteen per cent, ot the voters ot 
the state and have the proposed law 
put on the ballot at the regular elec- 
tion or at a special election for the 
action of the people. 


It has frequently been proposed that 


no law shall be advanced by the initia- 
tive unless it shall first have been pre- 
sented to the legislature and an op- 
portunity given to pass it. This plan 
has the merit of putting the respon- 
sibility up to the legislature and then 
if the legislature fails to act the peo- 
ple are given a chance to pass the law 
by their votes. 


The opponents of the initiative and 


referendum point out the 
following 


defects: 
First, the 
legislature 
is 


weakened by taking away their abso- 
lute 
control 
of legislation. 
It 
is 


claimed that under a 
representative 


system the responsibility ought to rest 
solely with the legislature. 
Second, 


wild schemes are proposed by irre- 
sponsible groups under the initiative 
and the people aro misled into adopt- 
ing them. Third, defective laws are 
likely to be enacted because the pro- 
posed laws do not pass through re- 
sponsible 
committees. 
Fourth, 
the 


people are burdened by having to vote 
on a number of measures about which 
they cannot have neon-ate information 
and the people get disgusted with tho 
whole process. 


In answer to these,statements aro 


friends of the initiative and referen- 
dum who point out: 


1. The Initiative and referendum 


instead of destroying representative 
government strengthens it by making 
the legislature directly responsible to 
the people. No law may go into force 


where a majority of the people are 
against It and the legislature may not 
prevent tho pasaago of a law desired 
by n. majority of the people. In con- 
sequence, the leEislaturw looks morn 
carefully to loarn the will of their con- 
stituents. 


a. It is true that wild schemes may 


be advanced, but It is pointed out that 
the people do not take kindly to any 
attempts on the part of any vision- 
aries or on tho part of any special 
interests to put any schemes on tho 
statute books. 
As a matter of fait 


in practice it is shown that tho peo- 
ple aro 
reasonably conservative in 


passing upon things which they do 
not fully 
understand 
and approve. 


People vote "no" much more readily 
than they do "yes" on measures. 


3. 
Defective laws may be passed 


under the initiative, but this can be 
•cadily safeguarded by requiring that 
bills bo presented to some impartial 
legal body and have their form an.l 
constitutionality approved before they 
nito voted upon. This argument, it is 
chiimed, would be more effective if the 
present system always resulted in 
perfect laws. 
It is well known that 


serious defects creep into laws passed 
by legislatures. 


4. In answer to the claim that the 


people are burdened with law-making 
it is pointed out that this evil corrects 
Itself. If too many measures are pro- 
sentcd the people are likely to grow 
restless and vote negatively. In prac- 
tice the voters handle the large num- 
bers of questions with comparative 
case. For instance forty-eight meas- 
ures were on the California ballot in 
1914 
and the 
questions were voted 


upon with fully good discrimination. 
Part of them passed and part of them 
failed and an impartial judge would 


say that most of tho»« th»t paaMd 
ought to pass and most of thoie that 
failed ought to fall. 


At the election in 191$ over nine *nd 
half million voters voted In differ- 


ent states on from one to a dozen 
questions and the civic result was un- 
doubtedly important. The friends of 
the Initiative and referendum point to 
the civic education -which comes from 
a study of the questions by the voter* 
a* one of tho belt results to be at- 
tained. 


There are several different types of 


the initiative and referendum. Finrt. 
the referendum by the legislature tt 
the people. Second, the referendum 
upon petition by the people. 
Third, 


tho 
referendum 
on 
constitutional 


amendments. This Is In force In every 
state In tho union. Fourth, tho In- 
itiative on laws. 
Fifth, the initially* 


on constitutional amendments. 


The present constitution of Indian* 


forbids the use of the initiative and 
referendum except tho referendum on 
constitutional amendments. The con- 
stitution says: 
"NO law shall 
be 


passed, the taking 
effect 
of which 


shall be made to depend upon any au- 
thority except as provided in this con- 
stitution." A law cannot therefore de- 
pend upon tho vote of the people to 
go Into effect because the authority 
to make laws is vested in the legis- 
lature.

and crumbed for 
use 
In 
cooking, f 


Some housekeepers keep two kinds on 
hand: one. stale crumbs made chiefly 
from tho Inside of the loaf and suit- 
able for use in the place of Hour, .and 
dried crumbs made from any part of 
tho bread browned a llttlo In a. very j 
slow oven and crushed fine to bo used 
In scalloped dishes, for tho coating of 
croquettes or other fried foods, or 
wherever n. crusty, line crumb is need- | 
cd. To prevent their growing musty, 1 
crumbs should bo kept in dry, air-; 
tight containers. Fruit Jars arc often j 
convenient for tho purpose. 


Yeast-made brcnd is by no means 


the only bread that can bo utilized in 
some of tho ways suggested. Tho 
quick breads raised by baking powder, 
soda and sour milk or other acid, etc.. 
dry out more quickly than tho yeast 
bread, probably because tho wntcr Is 
not so thoroughly incorporated with 
the flour during the making. These 
breads can n,ol be freshened simply by 
putting In the oven like ycast-ralaed 
bread. Quick biscuit, however, make 
delicious toast, which is very con- 
venient for serving under meats, eggs, 
etc. 
Tho crumbs made from them 


may also be used in other breads, 
cakes and puddings, as may also corn 
bread and cake crumbs wherever their 
flavor Is not objectionable. 
Boston 


brown bread toasted and served with 
a cream sauce Is a delicious dish for 
supper or breakfast. 
Toasted rye 


bread is also good. 


Crackers, 
which 
nro practically 


dried bread baked in different shapes, 
and which may lose their crispness if 
if kept exposed when the air is moist, 
can he freshened or made crisp by 
putting into the oven. 
The crumbs 


made from them serve many of the 
purposes of dried bread crumbs. A 
number of recipes for using leftover 
bread follows:

Bread Crumbs.—One quart skim milk, 
one cup bread -crams, or two large 
slices stale bread, salt, small amount 
spinach or outer leaves lettuce (not 
more than four ounces), one small 
slice onion. 


Cut the vegetables Into small pieces 


and cook with the bread crumbs in the 
milk in a, double boiler. If a largo 
quantity is being prepared, as in a 
school lunchroom, for example, put 
tho vegetables through a meat chop- 
per. In this case slices of bread may 
be ground with the vegetables, in or- 
der to absorb tho juice- 


Pancakes.—One cup . crumbs, two 


and onc-cju.-irtcr cups skim milk, one- 
half cup flour, four teaspoons baking 
powder, one teaspoon salt, one tea- 
spoon sugar, one teaspoon melted fat, 
one egg. 


Soak tho crumbs In milk for three- 


quarters of an hour. Then add other 
Ingredients and cook on a hot griddlo 
like ordinary pancakes. If sour milk 
IB used substitute one-half teaspoon 
baking soda for tho four teaspoons of 
baking powder. 


Gingerbread.—One 
cup molasses, 


one-half cup boiling water, one and 
one-third cups tine bread crumbs, two- 
third cup of Hour, one teaspoon baking 
soda, one nnd 
one-half 
teaspoons 


ginger, one-half teaspoon salt, four 
teaspoons melted lard or other fat. 


Add water to molasses and combine 


with tho dry Ingredients mixed to- 
gether, then add fat and heat. Bake 
for about twenty-live minutes In a hot 
oven. 


Indian Pudding Made With Crumbs. 


—I )nc cup line crumbs, one quart skim 
milk, one-third cup sugar, two table- 
spoons melted butter, or other fat, 
one-fourth 
teaspoon 
ginger, 
one- 


fourth 
teaspoon cloves, one-fourth 


teaspoon cinnamon, one-fourth cup 
molasses. 


Scald the crumbs In milk, add the 


other ingredients and bake, one nnd 
one-half hours in a slow oven. This 
pudding may be made with any kind 
of bread crumbs, but it furnishes an 
especially good means of using up 
stale corn bread. 


KKK Tonst.—Six slices of bread, one 


egg, one cup milk, skim milk or water, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt. 


Heat the egg, and add the liquid 


nnd salt. Let the bread soak in tho 
mixture until slightly soft. 
Then fry 


to a light brown on a hot, well-greased 
pan or griddle.

Mutton Fat to Cook 


Dr. H. K. Barnard, .state food and 


drug commisisoner of Indiana, urges 
tho more widely use of mutton fat 
among the housewives of Indiana as a 
means of conserving the food sup- 
plies. 


"Mutton, fat," said Dr. Karnard, 


"usually limls its way to the garbage 
pall. Its flavor .condemns it to many 
housewives and yet it is a rich; whole- 
some fat, qiiitc as valuable a food as 
butter fat or lard or beef fat. When 
all fats arc expensive and when to a 
greater extent than ever before wo 
must, conserve them, now is the time 
to learn how to use mutton fat suc- 
cessfully. 


"One of the. easiest ways to IMC it Is 


to combine 'it with other fats, which 
have a stronger and more popular 
flavor. 
Ouo part of bacon fat and 


two parts of mutton fat. molted to- 
gether furnish a fat of good flavor for 
frying. In baking, where but a small 
amount of shortening is necessary, 
mutton fat may he used with excellent 
success. 
In making ginger cakes and 


ginger bread, where spices and mo- 
lasses furnish 
the 
dominant flavor, 


mutton fat serves its purpose well. If 
this fat, or indeed any of the harder 
fats such as bcrf 
fat, are used for 


shortening, they must, be warmed un- 
til they are soft in order that they will 
blend easily into the. flour. 
A mixture 


of mutton fat with the softer fat, such 
as lard. Is satisfactory for all kinds of 
biscuits, muffins and cakes that arc 
served and eaten hot or the same day 
they are baked. 


"A final suggestion in the use of 


all the animal fats is to get away from 
the idea that they are less easily di- 
gested than butter, or that they pro- 
duce any ill effects, when used in fooil 
In luirmul amounts."

Wash skins of 
grape fruit thor- 


oughly nnd wipe perfectly dry. 
Cut 


the skins in thin strips and put in 
strong salt water for ten hours, or 
over night; remove from brine and 
place In kettle of cold water; bring 
slowly to 
boiling point 
and cook 


twenty minutes, then drain and cover 
again %vith cold water and boil until 
the straws arc tender. Drain and add 
the same amount of sugar as you have 
of straws. 
Mix carefully to dissolve 


the sugar and set over fire and boil 
until the straws nro clear. Take out 
the straws and allow to drain and dry. 
When cool roll In sugar, either granu- 
lated or powdered, and let the strips 
harden. Tie In bunches and pack in 
dry cans. 


SCAhLOPKO MEAT. 


Use any cold cooked meat and dry

Section IV. The powers and duties 


of the common council and the other 
elective officers shall be provided by 
the statutes of the .state of Indiana

thereof, so far as applicable, moaning 
thereby that tho officers of said city

Section VI. The city shall be com- 


posed of the same departments that 
are provided by the law governing the 
city ot Fort Wayne for its manage- 
ment and the mayor shall appoint tho 
various members of said departments.

shall have th esame power, authority 
and duties as provided In the chartsr 
of the city of Fort Wayne. The may- 
or and his department heads will con- 
stitute the cabinet and will meet on 
call of the mayor with the Big Broth- 
er committee of Fort Wayne lodge.

Big Brother Committee. 


Section Vrt. The Big Brother com- 


mittee of Fort Wayne lodge ot Elks 
shall be ex-officio the advisory com- 
mitteeof said city, and in the approval 
and vetoing of ordinances their power 
shall be the same as that of the may- 
or.

tute the board of finance of said city.

PROCLAMATION BY THE MAYOR 


The president of the United States having declared that the su- 


preme test of our nation has come, and having asked for the earnest 
support of our people in1 the prosecution of the war which is now our 
war, I deem it my duty to caution all citizens against the waste of 
food, and to advise that, the utmost economy be exercised in the con- 
sumption of products of wheat, and of all other foodstuffs. 


The gravity of the situation which makes imperative a rigid hus- 


banding of the world's food supply, is set forth,jn the following plea 
of Herbert C Hoover, chairman of the American commission for relief 
in Belgium, and recently appointed head of the American food board1 


"Our allies cannot fight without food. Our encfmies are 


calculating that America^vill fail to supply them, and that 
they will need to give in. 


"The total stock.of food today available in the allied 


world is not sufficient to last until September, if America con- 
tinues its present rate of consumption. AVe are now face to 
face with the result of last year's poor harvest, the diversion 
of man-power from agriculture all over the world, the un- 
availing efforts of the European women to plant fields fully, 
the isolation of Russia, the sinking of food ships, and many 
other causes. 


"England, France and Italy are reducing consumption 


Try drastic steps, but even with all this reduction they must 
have from us during the next three months more than twice 
as much food as we should have exported normally or than 
we can send if we consume as usual. The only hope of pro- 
viding the deficiency is by the elimination of waste and 
actual and rigorous self-sacrifice on the part of the Amer- 
ican people." 
Thus, by the exercise of patriotic self-restraint and a judicious 


selection of only the most plentiful foods for use, every American 


man, woman and child can do his or her bit to aid America and its al- 
lies in this hour of need. 


AVc are a nation of 102,860,000 persons, of upwards of twenty 


million families. If each family will reduce its consumption of food 
by but a pound a week there can be added to the food supply of Eu- 
rope ten thousand tons of foodstuffs a week, or over one-half million 
tons a year. 


Such- a saving represents but a small part of that which may 


easily be made by the American people, and which it will be neces- 
sary for them to make in order to bring the war to an early and suc- 
cessful conclusion. 


Not only must the most rigid economy in the eonsumption of 


foodstuffs be practiced, but an enormous increase in their production 
must be made as well. 


Therefore I deem it my further duty to advise the citizens of this 


community to make extraordinary efforts to increase the cultivation 
of foodstuffs, and for this purpose to utilize all labor that can be 
spared from other occupations, and Jill eultivatablc land that is now 
idle. The labor and ground ordinarily given up to ornamental culti- 
vation may well be dedicated for the time being to this patriotic and 
humane purpose. 


Let it, not be said that in the adoption of wise and patriotic mea- 


sures for the .successful prosecution of tho great, struggle for the 
world's liberty upon which our nation has entered this community has

again.So successful were his experimentations that Minister Wu organized a 
health society at Shanghai for the purpose of spreading his propaganda of 
bodily improvement and preservation. A restaurant was established with a 
menu developed solely with the idea of increasing man's longevity. 


Now that the world meat supply is running short on account of war's 


devastations, Wu believes tiie ideas set forth by his health society are 
more important than ever to humanity. The necessity for meat has been 
eliminated by his dietary formula. 


In answer to a multitude of questions from his amazed friends regard- 


ing his plan for lengthening one's lite span, Wu wrote a dissertation In 
Chinese, explaining fully his methods.

His Useful Lite

Quaker said to me when I was first 
made conductor, 'Tommy, be a good 
boy. do as theo is told, and do not 
give the passengers any back talk'— 
good advice that I have kept. I have 
been very happy in my family life. In 
a year and a half I shall be 70 and 
retired on a pension. No man on my 


health, character, happiness, case, fam- 
ily, to make two millions grow where 
one grew before has gotten tho short 
end of the bargain. Ho Is no success, 
but a failure, whether ho realizes it or 
not.

Success, under modern conditions, 


lies In doing one thing well. They who 
arrive must give themselves with un- 
sparing devotion to a single line of 
effort. It may easly happen that other 
thngs in life quite as important are 
thereby neglected.

sphere may leave one in mature age 
quite bankrupt of other joys well worth 
while. 
The oft-quoted confession of

less famous people.

week; for perhaps the parts of my 
brain now atrophied would thus have 
been kept active through use. The 
loss of these tastes is a loss of happi- 
ness and may possibly be injurious to 
tho intellect and,more probably to the 
moral character, by enfeebling the 
emotional part of our nature."

Imixjrtant Vegetable. 


The onion IK one of our most useful 


flavorers. and there is hardly a soup, 
stow, sauce, etc.. that is not improved 
by the addition of the onion flavor. It 
is our most common bulb vegetable, 
which Is closely related to the leek, 
shallot, garlic, chives and cibol. 
At 


the present writing dry onions retail 
at from 10 to 15 cents per pound, and 
green onions sell for one-half cent 
each or 
two 
bunches for 5c. each 


j bunch containing live small green on- 
ions. 
The 
high 
cost 
of onions, 


coupled with their creat usefulness, 
ease of production and storage, shouM 
commend itself to every city gardener 
this spring. 


Soil Requirements. 


The onion for its best development 


requires a rich sandy loam soil well 
manured or containing an ample sup- 
ply of humus, but it will grow in al- 
most any loose, well nourished soil. 
Just outside of Ashley. 
Ind.. large 


crops of onions are produced on muck 
with almost uniform success. 


Specllic Directions. 


A row 100 feet long requires about 


one quart of sets or one ounce of seed. 
The sets should Ue planted in rows 21 
to 
'•]<"> inrlies apart for horse cultiva- 


tion or 12 to 18 indies apart for hand 
wheel cultivation. This latter spacing 
is most generally 
used. 
The sets 


should 
be spaced 'about 
3 to 3H 


inches apart in the rows and planted 
1 to l'/~ inches deep. If grown from 
seed, the rows and distance apart in 
the rows are the same as for onion 
sets, only the seed should be planted 
Vi. to % inches deep. 


Sccdlnp. 


Sow the seed in cold frames during 


the fall, or in a hot bed in the early 
spring and transplant to the open 
ground as soon as the soli is in good 
condition to work. 
Jtake a straight 


trench about 2 to 2'/i inches deep, lay 
the delicate plants against the side of 
the trench, spacing them about Z% 
inches apart for fall harvest, or Hi 
inches apart for the partial produc- 
tion of green onions, then cover the 
frail plants with fine pulverized soil, 
firming it about the plant with the 
Hat side of the hoe. After the plants 
are large enough to use green onions | 
tor the table or market, remove every 
other one permitting the balance to 
develop for fall and winter use. These 
rows should l>e frequently cultivated 
•with a, hoe or hand wheel cultivator, 


and the weeds between the plants 
pulled out by hand. 


Fall SccUinc. 


This is the professional growers' 


favorite method for producing onions 
of large size. The seeds are sowed in 
the open ground in August. As soon 
as the ground freezes, the rows are 
covered with straw or manure to pre- 
vent excessive and frequent thawing 
and freezing in the spring. As soon 
as the frost leaves the ground the pro- 
tecting mulch is removed and the 
onion plants will start to grow at once. 
In this manner an exceedingly early 
crop of tender fjrecn onions for the 
table or for sale results. The onions 
that are permitted to mature reach a 
very large size and are harvested in 
August so, that the seeds may be 
planted immediately for the next crop. 


to SoJl Over Winter. 


The multiplier or what is commonly 


known as potato onion may remain In 
the soil over winter. The sets may be 
planted in the autumn and will pro- 
duce excellent early green 
onions. 


This type of onion is peculiar in that 
a large onion contains a number of 
distinct hearts, and if planted will 
produce a like number of small onions. 


On the other hand a. small onion 


contains one heart and if planted will 
produce a large onion. A few onions 
of this variety should be planted each 


year to produce sets for the following 
year. 


Varieties. 


The prizetaker, often sold for Ber- 


muda onions and which compares fa- 
vorably with it. is pale yellow outside 
with 
white flesh. This variety is 


pleasingly mild. It grows to immense 
size if the fall seeding method is em- 
ployed. The Silver Skin or "White Por- 
tugal onion has been a Jong favorite 
and is extensively used for family pur- 
poses. The Barletta Is the popular va- 
riety for pickling and .the Red Weth- 
ersfleld is the standard red winter 
onion. This is a splendid keeper. 


Hard Centers. 


TVhen the onions form seed the stem 


grows into the flesh of the onion caus- 
ing a fibro-vascular growth which ren- 
ders it unlit for use. To overcome this 
bend the tops over. Bending the tops 
over also accelerates the maturing per- 
iod of the onion and it is a common 
practice to roll a light roller over the 
tops to hasten'the ripening process. 


Harvesting Onions. 


After the tops are practically dead 


the onions should be removed from the 
soil and spread in a dry, cool, well 
ventilated place to cure. 
They may 


then be stored in crates or bags lor 
winter use. The room in which these 
onions are stored should be frost proof, 
ventilated and 
kept dry to prevent 


sprouting of the onions.

"Well-defined strains of sugar beets 


of high yield and Quality are essential 
to th« development of a satisfactory 
seed Industry. Enough has been done 
to prove thatxby careful and pains- 
taking work such strains can be pro- 
duced. 


No Intelligent study of cultural 


methods In the production of sugar 
beets or of problems involving a 
comparison of varieties can be made 
tmtfl uniform and fixed varieties -with 
Which, to work are available. 


Tie production of strains having 


roots of uniform size and habit of 
growth and capable of yielding seed 
stalks uniform in habit of growth j 
and maturity should make possible 
improved cultural methods, especially 
In the planting of the roots and in 
the harvesting of tho seed, that will 
reduce greatly the cost of production.

of 110 pounds each. In order to In- 
sure this quantity of seed, it would 
be necessary to have not less than 
16.000 acres devoted to seed produr 
Uon.

acreage was harvested in 1916. 


It Is a startling fact that there are 


in this country no distinct types o 
commercial 
commercial 


wide variations In the individual beets 
sroduced from commercial seed that 
he mixed strains or varieties appear- 
ng in commercial fields are due more 
o the method of growth than to 
artificial mixing. 
It may be and 


irobably Is necessary to have mixed 
trains, or crosses, in order to com- 
>ine In one plant all the desirable 
lualities of weight, sugar, and purity. 
t would seem, however, that little 
progress can be made in the develop- 
ment of desirable strains of beets until 
he present mixed varieties are sep- 
arated into their component strains 
and the desirable strains recombined 
n their proper relation. It is no 
more reasonable to suppose that such 


mixture of the present types of 


sugar beets will give tho best results 
n yield and quality of roots than it 
s to assume that the highest results 
n 
live-stock 
production can 
be 


reached'with mixed breeds of animals. 


There are good sugar beets in these 


mixtures that are now called by dis- 
tinct names and not all individuals ot 
a pure type will be of equal value, 
but the average in both quality and 
yield is far below the limit of pos- 
sibilities, and the highest plane of 
development of the sugar beet will 
not be reached until distinct strains 
or typos arc produced and fixed, so 
that they will come true from year 
to year. It will then be possible to 
work with the individual beet as tho 
unit upon which the 
quality and 


yield of roots may be based, with a 
reasonable expectation that material 
and permanent improvement in qual- 
ity and yield of roots may be produced 
by eliminating the poorer and less 
desirable individuals. It is not prob- 
able that in these pure strains the

Temporary unfltness should be distin- 
guished from permanent unsoundness.

from old wounds, poll evil, scratches, 
shoe boils, and small ruptures.

Common faults of conforma- 


tion are straight shoulders, crooked, 
weak, or improperly set legs, ewe 
neck, long, weak back, and drooping 


Michigan to California, without re 
gard to the name of the so-called 
variety, can be found from 5 to 20 or 
more distinct types of beets.

A number of marking systems have 


been In general use. among which 
the following are some of the most 
common: leather strap around the 
neck, with brass tag attached; ear 
tags of various forms; notches and 
holes in the ears; and tattoo marks 
In the ears. 


The leather strap with tag around 


the calfs neck is a convenient method 
of marking. The advantages -of this 
system are that the number may be 
observed readily and no disfiguration 
of the animal is necessary. The cost, 
however, is somewhat higher than 
that of other systems because of the 
first cost of the straps and tags and 
because their renewal is sometimes 
necessary. 


Ear tags of various materials and 


forms are perhaps the most common 
means of identification; these tags 
are inexpensive and easy to attach, 
but have the disadvantage of being 
easily torn from the ears. 


Marking animals by means of holes 


and notches In the oar Is practiced 
n many herds, and 
n, number of 


systems are In use for this purpose. 
The notches are made with a punch 
specially designed for the purpose, 


should be taken to make them 


so that they can be readily detected 
n running the fingers along tho edge 
of the car. 
Under no circumstances 


should they be made with a knife, as 
the outlines of a sma.ll cut made by 
such an instrument becomes oblit- 
erated or may be confused with the 
slight natural Indentations of the ear 
as the animal grows older.

A serious dis- 
advantage, however, is that mistakes 
in marking can not be easily cor- 
rected. To illustrate the use ot this 
method the following examples are 
given: No. 7, two notches on lower 
edge and one notch on upper edge ot 
left car; No. 46, one notch on lower 
edge of right ear, one notch on upper 
edge of right ear and two notches on 
lower edge of left ear; No. 152, one 
notch in center of left ear, one notch 
on lower edge of right ear, two 
notches on upper edge of right car, 
and two notches on upper edge of left 


ax. 
The identification of an animal by 


means of tatoo marks in the ears 
has become quite common in recent 
years. ' This system of marking animals 
has the advantage of not disfiguring 
the animal, and if properly applied 
the tattoo is permanent, so that the 
chance ot losing the identity of the 
animal by the loss of the tag is greatly 
lessened.

This 
period in which the eggs are being 
formed is called the "preovlposition" 
period. It is the most Important time 
in the swatting campaign, for if the 
adult flies are killed or trapped bcfnre 
they lay eggs, all chances of increase 
from their offspring are averted. 


This period of Immaturity Is quite 


short, and consequently the time for 
killing or trapping the egg-lilled moth- 
er flies is limited. Concerted efforts in 
any community can, however, rid that 
community of flies and disease result- 
Ing from flies. Fly traps must be used 
constantly in all places where there 
are the greatest number ot flips. Bait- 
ing the traps \vith ovcr-ripp, fruit, de- 
caying meat or putrefying fish will in- 
stantly attract myriads of germ-laden 
flies. If the traps are used from early 
spring to late fall, all flies—both egs- 
ftlled mother flies and those that may 
nave laid their eggs—will be caught 
This will prevent not only annoyance 
by flies but will control typhoid fever 
and Intestinal diseases. Destroy the 
cause and you immediately remove the 
effect. Early work, before flies become 
numerous, is effective.

PRESERVING EGGS.

dozen eggs.

ORCHARD WlXJj RESPOND TO 


SPRAYING. 


That orchards respond to care has 


been demonstrated repeatedly. 
In 


spite of. this fact, however, many farm- 
ers expect their trees to bear fruit 
without any attention whatevur. It is 
just as important to care for trees as 
it is for animals. A highly productive 
tree is no more capable of shifting for 
Itself and competing with its enemies 
than an animal, yet farmers will take 
better care of their livestock than they 
do of their trees, simply because they 
can more readily see the effect of neg- 
lect on an animal than on a tree. 


The garden is the quickest and best 


means of reducing the cost of living. 
Present food prices can best be re- 
duced by growing a new supply of 
food. It will take several months to 
produce a surplus of many food prod- 
ucts such as meat, potatoes and flour. 
Furthermore, the effect of this surplus 
on the price which the consumer has 
to pay is doubtful. 


By planting a garden the consumer 


can relieve the food shortage directly 
in a few weeks. He can substitute his 
fresh garden vegetables for canned 
products and for many of the high- 
priced staples.
